Thc-coal is delivered only 
from the 1st of December until the 1st ofMarch, 
the balance of tlio year being the period for 
those who wish to reap the benefits of the socie- 
ty to make their deposits None of the officers 
connected with the institution receive one cenl 
of pay neither are they allowed to be interested 
in the coiil business in any manner whatever.— 
during the present year over 600 families have 
mfule deposits with the association ; and the ex- 
pense of furnishing them with coal, owing to 
the high price of the articles, will be over 83~>00 
—which will be-the largest sum ever yet expen- 
ded hv the society."
